The case 'of Lola 
C. . McGregor 


against W. D. McGregor, which prom- 
ised to be an event of some interest 
in the circuit court this term, is set- 
tled. 
The plaintiff charged the de- 


fendaht"wlth having used' cruel and 
inhuman treatment toward her, and 
particularly .pn- July 26, last.'. In addi- 
tion to beginning the action- for di- 
vorce, the plaintiff. caused the de- 
fendant's 'arrest . in 
the 
municipal 


court of this, county,, where he was 
tried for..alleged assauit and battery 
upon.. her, the case being heard by 
Judge Fifield and a jury of six. The 
jury disagreed, five of the members 
voting, for acquittal of the defendant. 
The .defendant admitted kicking the 
plaintiff July 26, last, but justified his 
conduct on the ground that she had 
called him, in. the presence of their 
children- and the hired man, an ilelgi- 
timate child, and- stated that his mo- 
ther was unchaste. 
The majority of 


the jury evidently thought this con- 
duct on the part of 
the 
plaintiff j 


amounted to a justification.. The trial" 
of this action in the municipal court 
aroused considerable 
interest, 
and 


the court-room was crowded during 
its progress',. ' Pierce '&.'Fisher, and 
H. Li. Maxfield' represented Mrs.'Mc- 
Gregor and Thos. S. Nolan defended 
Mr. McGregor. Mr.. McGregor answer- 
ed, the complaint for divorce, justify- 
ing his alleged, cruel and inhuman 
treatment of .the plaintiff,'as he did
